K We are the inventors of the invention claimed in the above-identified patent 
application and ail statements contained herein are true and correct. 

2. We conceived of the idea of a modular hearing device having a behind-the-ear 
(BTE) component including processing circuitry, a completely-in-canal (CIC) component 
adapted to touch the bony portion of the ear canal and including an ear mold, wherein the 
BTE and CIC components are dctactably coupled by a connector element. 

3. We further conceived of a method of providing hearing devices as described in 
paragraph (2) using a plurality of connectors adapted according to the needs of particular 
users. 

4. Wc, in association with employees and other individuals otherwise engaged by 
Hear- Wear Technologies, LLC (assignee of the application), reduced the inventions (as 
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recited in the pending claims of the above-identified patent application) to practice before 
June 25, 2001.
